Dr. L. Rajchman, as was ex- 
pected, “has been’ appointed a 
delegate to China for co-ordina- 
tion of the technical advisory 
work now being carried out in 
this country by invitation of the 
Government of China and under 
the auspices of the League of 
Nations. Dr. Rajehman’s sympa~ 
thy with China is as well-known 
as his great technical and politic- 

lalents. “He has been. pre 
eminently ‘associated with ‘the 
League's activities here for some 
years, Indeed M. R. Haas and 
he may be said to be the pioneers 
of League co-operation with 
China, “His ast visit was a 
hurried one only a few weeks 
ago. He is now to return in a 
capacity which will give full 
scope for the qualities Which he 
possesses, China's relationship 
with the ‘ueague has had a che- 
quered history. “In the early 
days of China's membership 
there was considerable diffidence 
on both sides. ‘The internal 
conilitions of China prevented 
the League from pressing its 
services too insistently forward, 
China, on her side, was by no 
‘means inclined to ‘welcome any 
form of guidance with which, 
Jin the past, certain inconve 
ient obligations or disabili- 
ties were associated. Moreover 
there were embarrassing pauses 
in the Geneva-Nanking duct be- 
cause China seemed to be under 
the impression that_a permanent 
seat on the Council was the 
Tiighest benefit to be secured by 
a nation at the hands of the 
League, It was not properly 
appreciated at that time that the 
Assembly of the League on whose 
support China has since Icarnt 
to set some store was by no 
means favourably disposed to- 
ward the principle of permanent 
Council seats, Indeed, oxcept 
for the provisions of the Conven- 
ant, it is unlikely that there will 
be any extension of the number 
of permanent seats. So China 
havered. She nearly withdrew 
from the League, She certainly 
got into arrears of payment of 
her dues—a defect which has 
lately been fully remedied. 
However, the contacts establish- 
ed: in 1929 and, later in 1931, 
broke down the reserve of both 
sides,

‘There came the political 
arising out of the Man- 
churian crisis, ‘That _ bound 
China more closely to the League. 
‘Owing to the implications of the 
Assembly's Report of February 
24, 1933, on the Manchurian 
affair, it’ has also placed the 
League in very special relation- 
ship to China. The need for co- 
ordination of the activities of the 
technical experts lent by the 
League has long been apparent. 
M. Charron recently was deput- 
ed to study the situation and re- 
port direct to Geneva, Presum- 
ably he has done so’ and Dr. 
Rajehman’s new mission is the 
direct outcome. Dr. Rajchman 
will have the sincere goodwill of 
all in his arduous task. He has 
the confidence of the Chinese 
Government. His professional 
attainments ive him an assured 
standing with the public general- 
ly. In the past the prevailing 
uncertainties in China communi- 
cated themselves in some mea- 
sure to the experts sent out from 
Geneva. At times there was an 
amazing failure to consult, the 
right men on the spot, At times 
the tinge of brahminical super- 
fority showed itself or was 
thought to be diccerned. ip ac- 
tions or obiter dicta of the 
strangers from Geneva. Mis- 
understandings arose. Dr. Rajch- 
man was not free from this 















































Jdificulty; he was perhaps a vic- 
tim of ‘circumstances mainly 
beyond his control. 
ean no doubt of his 
ability, enthusiasm and eager- 
ness to work for China. It 
hoped therefore that, profiting 
by the guidance of past experi- 
jence, Dr. Rajehman will be able 
to obtain on all sides the sup- 
port which he deserves. He can 
be assured that any effort which 
fhe may care to make will be met 
more than half way. 


‘The advantage of the League's 
jassistance lies in no small de- 
gree in its entire freedom from 
political conditions. When China 
jasks the League for expert ad- 
Wvisers those advisers come to 
give China advice without mak- 
ing on her claims in diminution 
lof her sovereignty. ‘The other 
day Mr, Wang Ching-wei right 
ly repudiated the notion that the 
lengayement of League experts 
was_in any way based on the 
principle of regional spheres of 
influence. It wottld be futile to 
pretend that every use has been 
made or can be made of the ex- 
perts 30 far provided. That is 
lexactly one of the chief reasons 
for Dr. Rajchman’s appointment. 
He should be able to survey the. 
field with the practised eye of 
the technical expert and say’ 
where it can bear the weight of 
jan adviser and where it must be 
left alone, for the time being. 
The Government of China may 
Heel that it would like to have an 
jauthoritative summing up of 
leertain problems. That sum- 
ming-up is not of the slightest 
luse if action upon it cannot be 
practically undertaken. Some of! 
the schemes put forward by the 
League's experts have been well 
within the financial and admini: 

trative capacity of the country— 
the roadmaking projects and cer-| 
tain coordinated activities - of 
public health for example. 
lOthers however have not been 
more than admirable counsels of 
perfection. They have been. 
lequivalent in their practicability 
to the advice of the Harley Street 
physician who tells a labouring 
man to send away his sick wife 
to the Riviera for six months. 
Generally these errors may be 
said to be mainly-the product of 
inexperience on both aides. The 
decision to have a report from 
IM. Charron showed that point 
jwas “duly seized at Geneva. 
A great deal of valuable work 
has been done in. addition to the 
oad-making and public health 
jenterprises already mentioned. 
The Educational Experts’ Mis- 
sion, the splendid work of the in- 
fdefatigable M. Borcic, the loan 
lof the flood-repairing services of 
Sir John Hope-Simpson, may be 
specially noted. The ” appoint- 
ment of a Committee to take a 
direct interest in China's require. 
ments ig.a step in the right direc- 
tion. It has been promptly fol- 
lowed by giving Dr. Rajchman a 
remarkable opportunity to vo- 
jordinate the League's work here. 
Expectation of rapid results will 
not be favoured. The Commit 
tee's ultimate influence on China’ 
jwelfare may however be far- 
reaching, A better appreciation 
lof the Government's difficulties 
has been obtained by study of 
the Lytton Report and of the: 
material supplied by various in- 
léependent investigators from 
Geneva. For one thing it 
probably agreed that concentra- 
tion of expert effort on a regional 
larea_of ‘manageable proportions 
is preferable to a would-be com- 
prehensive embracement of the 
Reographical vastness to which 
the name of China is given. ‘The 
work of the National Economic 
Council in linking up the seven 
"home" provinces in a roadmak- 
jing scheme is indicative of the 
right line of practical and modest 
faction. It may well give Dr. 
Rajehman the inspiration requir- 
ed for his important task 
Facile optimism regarding the 
future is not to be encouraged. 
Even now the rift between Can- 
{ton and Nanking—to say nothing 
jof the irritating complications at 
Dolonor—may at any time pre- 
cipitate conditions which prevent 
leven the friendly operations of 
the League from smoothly 
developing.

This is due, as Mr. MacEwan 
pointed out,’ to the rise in tariff 
rates. There was little orgunis- 
led smuggling in China befor 
tariff autonomy prevailed. ‘The 
[small duties of & per cent. or less 
put no special premium on 
smuggling. It was much better 
to pay the duties: than to risk 
delay or confiscation. So the 
Customs Service in those days 
had an easy time. The most 
lordinary preventive measures 
lwere adequate, ‘There was 
little need for elaborate or- 
iganisation. This, of course, is a 
latitude, “The haleyon days. of 
smuggling in Great Britain— 
when the Rector of the seaside 

lage was not ashamed to 
entertain the smuggler as a 
benefactor if not a hero—were 
those when duties ruled high 
land consequently the pressure of 
economic necessity blunted 
principles. In 1852, a committee 
presided over by Sir John Cope 

sued a report on revenue 

frauds. It amazingly disclosed 
the prevalence and accepted 
respectability of the smuggler’s 
trade. Even Adam Smith wrote 
tenderly of the smuggler a3 


erton who, though no doubt 
highly blamable for violating the 
laws of his country, is frequently 
incapable of violating those of 
natural justice, and would have 
been in every respect an excellent 
citizen had ‘not the laws of his 
country made that a crime which 
nature never meant to be 50.” 


‘That goes to show that not all 
the words of a distinguiched 
economist can stand the strain 
of time. The fallacies of this 
argument are clear. While, of 
course, Adam Smith was right in 
hinting that the best precaution 
against smuggling was a low 
tariff or no tariff at all, the 
experience of the 20th Century 
yhas shown that the smuggler, 
ithe bootlegger or other profiteer 
in lawbreakitig is not only @ 
thoroughly despicable person 
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and more dangerous forms of 
crime as by-products of his 
nefarious industry. The or-| 
ganisation of a preventive ser- 
vice in a tiny island like Great 
Britain was child’s play to the 
task now before the Chinese 
Customs authorities. Since 1929 
when, on the coming of Tariff 
autonomy, the Chinese Govern- 
ment started to raise its import 
duties the situation has rapidly 
changed. With the indication 
that a policy of high tariffs was 
to be followed, Sir Frederick 
Maze, the Inspector-General. of 
Customs, pointed out the implici 

tions of the change. He gave 
cogent reasons for the inaugura- 
tion of a Preventive Department 
to cope with the new situation. 
This has been accepted and thé 
department has busied itself 
laying down its organisation as 
already explaine 


The difficulties are enormous. 
‘The Chinese Government 
faced with the awkward cir. 
cumstance that, apart altogether 
from the loss of the Manchuri 
Customs, it cannot effectiv 
control the collections in other 
parts of the country, Within 
the Yangtze region its influence 
may be held to be sufficient for 
all praetical purposes, although 
even there local officials are not 
entirely free from the suspicion 
of favouring the smuggler. 
‘That Is, however, a small matter 
beside what is going on in 
Canton to-day. ‘There the smug- 
gling of sugar and other 
dutiable articles has long reach- 
ed the dimensions of a 
positive scandal. The Canton 
Provincial authorities, in their 
desire to flaunt independence of 
Nanking, actually wink at or 
rather foster the carriage of 
such smuggled goods on Chinese 
gunboats. This journal's Hong- 
Kong correspondent, lately esti- 
mated that about 40 per cent. 
of the Customs revenue in 
Canton is lost to the Central 
Government by these method 
‘What would the preventive se 
vices of other countries say if 
they were asked to operate in 
the teeth of competition from 
official smugglers? The Chinese 
Government is thus spending 
money on a preventive fleet—the 
Customs Revenue cruisers are in 
many ways superior to some 
Chinese wareraft—and against 
this fleet’s activities the Govern- 
ment’s own warships are actually 
working. Might it not come one 
day to a civil war at sea in 
which a squadron of Chinese 
gunboats engaged with some 
Customs preventive launches? 
On the top of this difficulty there 
is no coastguard service in 
China, Yet the newly-formed 
preventive service has already 
shown creditable, activity and 
much efficiency. This was proved 
by the detection of the forged 
documents which led to last 
‘Thursday's arrests. A few 
months ago, too, the preventive 
officers are said to have unearth 
ed another fraud on the Customs 
and so recovered large sums due 
venue. Six Customs office 
‘are involved in this lates 
case, Their guilt or innocence 
has yet to be proved. Without 
prejudice to them it may be 
pointed out that the smuggler is 
bound to try and find accom- 
plices. Among the subordinate 
and poorly-paid members of all 
Customs services in the world, 
resistance to temptation is not 
always possible. ‘The smuggler 
is out for such high stakes that 
he can tempt highly, However 
that may be, the Chinese Mari- 
time Customs has the proud 
claim that, during its long hi 
tory, no officer holding a pivotal 
position on its staff has ever 
jen convicted of frauds on the 
revenues. Tt readily be 
Delieved that this has not been 
due to any lack of opportunit 
the smuggler here is no less 
enterprising and expansive in 
his bribe-offering than els 
where. Indeed, in this matter, 
the Chinese Customs Service can 
hold its own level any 
other in the world, That is the 
Strength of this new Preventive 
Department which is facing so 
colossal a task. It is keyed up 
with the traditions of a fine 
service and it has the energy 
and superior support to carry 
through successfully the | pro- 
tection of China's revenues. 





















































































































A WELCOME MOVE

These private | rick- 
jshaws add to the traffic problems 
for, lacking numbers as they do, 
the police find it difficult to con- 
trol them, It surely should be 
possible to make all private 
rickshaws bear so distinctive a 
badge and number that any 
touting could be immediately 
reported to the police. As it is 
the public cannot assist the 
police to do justice to the public 
rickshawman for obviously it is 
jnot feasible for the ordinary 
citizen to jump into the private 
‘ate and direct the puller to 
take him to the Central Police 
tation—even supposing the 
delinquent would fall so readily 
ito the trap. The owners of 
[these private rickshaws would 
jsurely welcome action of a more 
effective kind in dealing with 
this nuisance for they cannot be

There is little 
doubt that, if inspection and 
control of the rickshaws had to 
lbe intensified, the Council would 
be involved in a marked increase 
lof expenditure. The police are 
Iso heavily burdened by traffic 
duties of all kinds that the ex- 
tension of their control of rick- 
Ishaws to finer points of clean- 
liness and order would probably 
invoke from them a demand for 
further personnel. It is urged 
that the rickshawman should not 
be exposed to the danger of 
losing his occupation, This 
largument is really met fully by 
lany system of gradual reduction 
lof licences. For the rest Shang- 
Ihailanders can see in some of 
{their old houses the hole-marks 
where the thong of the punkah 
lonce went.

the rickshaw in Shanghai at all 
is due to the errors of past town- 
planning (or lack of town 
planning) here.

The 
Council should discharge its 
lduty to the Settlement by ensur- 
jing that a gradual approach to 
ja solution is attempted. As 
things are, the enhancement of 
the perplexities of the problem 
daily grows apace and outstrips 
lany’ sort of effort to cope with 
jsome of those perplexities. Tt 
may be asked, for example,

Few 
will pretend that, for a pedes- 
trian, life in Shanghai’s streets 
is in the slightest degree pleasant 
Jalthough exciting. Yet it would 
Inot take much to. remedy this 
ldefect as the shops do their bes 
Ito brighten the path of the way 
farer. Perhaps some of these 
fugitive observations on the 
rickshaw problem may be of 
service to the Council's com 
Imittees. The aim should be to 
let Shanghai have better and 
righter—but ever fewer and

Rash Bihari Bose escaped the 
police but his fellow teacher and 
three others were arrested 
hanged, one of his pupils having 
turned ‘informer. It should be 
explained that the arrests really 
larose out of a second murderous 
Joutrage (the attempt on Lord 
Hardinge had resulted in the 
ldeath of a Viceregal attendant 
land the wounding of — the 
Viceroy). In May 1913 an at- 
tempt was made to bomb the 
Europeans assembled in the 
Jopen-air “bar” of the Lahore 
Gymkhana Club. ‘The conspit 
tor entrusted with the bomb (an 
empty Capstan cigarette tin 
filled with gramophone needle: 
land strong explosive) was a 
jstudent of a Lahore college and 
finding his time short—he had 
lbeen reprimanded for being late 
{for roll-cail—placed the bomb on 
jan adjoining pathway. It was 
later picked up or kicked by the 
Brahmin attendant of the Club 
library and it exploded with 
terrific force inflicting such 
terrible injuries that the unfor- 
tunate Brahmin died in twenty 
minutes. From this outrage the 
Police were able to get on the 
track of the full conspiracy and 
to bring the miscreants (with 
the exception of Rash Bihari 
Bose) to justice after a dramatic 
trial. Later the Ghadr (“mut: 
Jeonspiracy, developed by Indians 
in the Far East and British 
Columbia, was brought forcibly 
to the notice of the Government 
lof India in September 1914 by 
ithe arrival in the Hooghly of the 
Komagatu Maru with a large 
number of the adherents of that. 
jmovement. At the end of the 
next month, the 
arrived at Calcutta with n 
200 Indians from America, 
Japan, Manila and Shanghai. 
During 1915 these men gave the 
Punjab authorities much trouble 
land Rash Bihari Bose who had 
lso successfully eluded the police 
moved up to the Punjab to take 
general charge of the operations 
which, of course, had a definite 
intensity given them by the War. 
With Rash Bihari Bose was 
Mahratta Brahmin of Poona, 
named N. G. Pingle who ha 
lveen actively engaged in 
British propaganda in America.

‘quarters at Amritsar where he 
lived with other Bengalis whom 
fhe and Pingle had brought from 
Bengal for bomb-making. They 
Jendeavoured to seduce the Sikh 
land Rajput troops in the Punjab, 
On February 21, 1915 a xeneral 
rising was planned. The idea 
was that in various Cantonments 
in Northern India the Indian 
troops should mutiny, seize the 
magazines and rebel in sup. 
port of the Ghadr conspirators. 
Rash Bihari Bose and. Pingle 
moved to Lahore where they 
intended to supervise the revolt 
lof a Cavalry regiment. News of 
ithe plot reached the authorities 
on February 19 but the conspira. 
tors’ counter-espionage was good 
jand they immediately changed 
the date of the rising to that 
night. 


That did not avail them. F 
houses which they used 
[Lahore were raided by the police 
{that afternoon. Thirteen arrests 
were made but Rash Bihari Bose 
land ingle escaped. Rash 
Bihari Bose indeed was missed 
by the police by a matter of a 
few minutes. A mass of docu- 
ments giving invaluable details 
lof the conspiracy and 

fquantities of bombs, 
making material and’ revolu- 
tionary literature were found 
land taken over by the police. 
Later at Meerut in the lines of 
the 12th Cavalry, Pingle was 
caught red-handed in the posses- 
jsion of bombs sufficient to blow 
lup a whole regiment. He was 
tried by the Special Tribunal set 
lup under the Defence.of India 
Act and sentenced to death. The 
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lsentence, the justice of which he 
ladmitted, duly carried out. 
Sir Michael O'Dwyer, who was 
Lieutenant-Governor "of the 
Punjab at the time, says that 
Pingle met his death like a man 
and, unlike Rash Bihari Bose, 
shared all dangers with . his 
dupes and subordinates. The 
arrests at Lahore nipped the 
whole rising in the bud for 
warnings were sent to Rawal- 
pindi, Sialkote, Ferozepur and 
elsewhere. In spite of the 
elaborate ‘efforts made by Rash 
Bihari Bose and his associates 
to seduce the Indian regiments 
lonly one squadron—that station- 
led at Lahore—showed any taint.

THE BRITISH CABINET 
July 19 

In a few days’ time Parliament 
will go into recess. Whitehall 
will be freed of the distractions 
lof Westminster. It will be 
nearly two years since 
Ramsay MacDonald, then Labour 
Prime Minister, found he would 
have to reconstruct his adminis 
tration as a National Govern- 
ment. In due course the full 
fhistory of that termination of 
ithe second Labour Government 
Iwill be written with sufficient 
ldetachment to enable judgment 
to discriminate between Mr. 
MacDonald and Mr. Henderson. 
|Just now, on either side, there is, 
too much prejudice for such a 
finding to be satisfactorily 
reached. ‘The Prime Minister 
formed his temporary Nationat 
Government, won his General 
[Election but lost his own party 
in the process and reformed his 
Cabinet. ‘With the notable ex- 
jeeption of the disappearance of 
Viscount Snowden and Sir 
Herbert Samuel, the latter taking 
ith him the Liberals of his Ark 
lof the Covenant, the Cabinet re- 
mains politically “unchanged. Te 
js predominantly Conservative 
but more Liberal ‘and Labour 
than the House of Commons 
itself, Although it cannot be 
Jdenied that the vote of the Elec: 
torate at the General Election 
Iwas a vote fora National Gov 
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ernment the overwhelming 
majority of Conservatives in the 
House must be given credit for 
discipline and restraint on 
account of their generally loyal 


adherence to the idea of a 
National administration. Sir 
Herbert Samuel's defection 


might have given cause for re- 
consideration of this attitude. 
‘The persistent right-wing critics 
of Mr, Baldwin have been inclin- 
ed to kick over the traces: they 
received a sharp set-back last 
month. While it would be foolish 
to ignore the fact that sops have 
Been given to the Conservative 
Cerberus in more directions than 
fone, Mr, MacDonald. has reason 
to ‘be satisfied with followers 
who formerly were his opponent: 
‘The present Parliament will have 
reached its third year in Novem- 
ber and will therefore be ap- 
proching the half-way house to 
its statutory dissolution, It, i 
natural therefore that some effort 
at stock-taking should be at 
tempted, Next year the Opposi 

tion will presumably be giving 
serious attention to the recovery 


















‘of its power with the Electorate. 
Mr. MacDonald will have to 
Gecide before long the exact 


length of time during which the 
emergency phase, justifying the 
coalition Government, may be 
taken to last. He himself has 
had a remarkable personal 
triumph but its permanence is 
Delied by its very significance. 

‘To be Prime Minister and 

Jeader of a Government support 
ed jn the main by parties politi- 
cally in opposition to him is an 
achievement which Mr. Mac- 
Donald can flaunt in the faces 
of his illustrious predecessors 
without fear of claim to a com- 
parable feat from anyone of 
them, It is not easy to under- 
stand the indispensability of Mr. 
McDonald or, to put it better 
(for no-one is indispensable) 
the acceptance of his leadership 
by a strong Conservative and 
intellectually powerful Liberal 
combination. He is not a good 
debater in the House. He has 
considerable dogmatism in his 
character, He is not always 
able to disguise platitudes in the 
cloak of lofty principles.”

Missionary Compound Looted 
by Marshal Liu’s Men 
From Ove Ows Councsrosuent 


Chengta, July 11. 
Marshall Liu Wen-hue with his 
24th Army evacuated the city of 
Chengtu on Friday, July 7. ‘This was 
the culmination of a two months’ 
struggle with Marshal Den Chi-heo 
of the 28th Army. Our recent letters 
reported that Liu took action against 
Den because of alleged break- 
ing of neutrality in the fighting 
with the 29th Army last autumn.

‘The most renowned of the temples 
of Japan are the Isé Shrines, which, 
‘according to tradition and ‘legend, 
‘were dedicated before the Birth of 
Christ to the worship of the God- 
des Tenshio Ko Daijin, more co 
monly known as Amaterasu-o-ker 
‘or the Sun Goddess, from whom tI 
Tuperial line of Japan claims un- 
broken descent, These temples are 
located at Yamada, a little country 
town in the Isé Peninsula, Situated 
in a secluded valley of the Province 
of Tsé'and encircled by ever-green 
hills on the slopes of which may. be 
seen the tesselated designs of rice- 
fields, Yamada commands, a bet 
ful view of the estuary known to- 
day as Owari Bay and its noble 
background of lofty mountains. 

"The Shrines of Isé and their sul 
sidinry temples ave revered as the 
oliest in all Japan. ‘To all. appear~ 















































anoe, they are unchanged from the 
original edifices and are virtually 
the same in form and substance. 
‘They are not the actual fabries 
reared 2,000 years ago, of course. 
fand anyone who knows’ the perish- 
able nature of Japanese building 
material need not be told of this;

It. was announced by the Shanghai 
Municipal Council on July 21 that 
legal action will be taken against 
Jone of the four rubber factories 
Which were given three " weeks 
otiee to remove to safer premises. 

‘The establishment concerned is 
the Poo Tien Works, situated in an 
alleyway off Ward Road, and 
described as in very poor condition 
structurally. No reply whatever 
hhas been made by the proprietors to 
the notices setting cut the Council's 
requirements. 

‘The only factory of the four 
which has actually closed is the Nyi 
Yuen, North Chengtu Road, which 
‘ecased work as long ago as June 30, 
Situated in an alleyway off East 
Yuhang Road, the China Pingpong 
Co, requested 'six months’ extension 
of time. ‘This was not granted, but 
settlement was still being sought 
jon July 21. A further week's grace 
in which’ to temove wi ° 
granted to the Hung Dah Factory, 
‘Thorburn Road, situated in con- 
verted Chinese property. In March 
this factory was warned by the 
Commissioner of Public Works to 
lose by May 15.

TO SHANGHAL 


Light Cruiser Koeln on World 
‘Training Cruise 


Continuing the policy of a yearly 
training cruise carried out’ by a 
light cruiser, the German Navy is 
this year sending to Shanghai the 

Koeln. At present the 
vessel is at Tsingtao, She is due 











here on August 2, for a stay of 
twelve days. 
“Theso-cruises are lengthy, the 


total itinerary being well over 80,000 
les, and are intended to give a 
sw months of thorough sea-going 
pperienco not only to the erew but 
especially for the naval cadets, of 
which a large number is on board. 
Tn previous years the cruise has 
been ‘undertaken , by the cruisers 
Berlin, Hamburg, Emden, 
Karlsruhe. ‘This year the’ light 
eruiser Koeln, under the command 
‘of Captain “Schniewind, is taking 
her turn, 
Fourth Post-War Ship 
‘The Koeln is the fourth unit of 
‘the German’ navy built after the 
World War. Construction work 
ist 11, 1926, at 
‘the naval dockyards of Wilhelms- 
haven, ‘Tho vessel was launched on 
May 28, 1928, and put into com- 
mission ’on January 26, 1980. With 
a displacement. of 6,000 tons, the 
Koeln belongs to the light cruiser 
‘class. Her armament consists of 
nino 15 centimetre and. four 8.8 
Centimetre guns beside twelve, 50 
centimetre “torpedo ‘tubes. ‘The 
engines develop’ 65,000 bp. Over.

HEALTH REPORT FOR JUNE 
(Exact) 


The Acting Commissioner 
[Public Health reports: 

‘When judged by the death rates, 
the month on the whole was healthy 
but the morbidity was greater in 
certain diseases, notably enteric 
Jamongst foreigners and tubereulosi 
amongst Chinese. 

‘The foreign death rate was 6.73, 
‘a decrease of 2.11 per mille against 
that of May. The lessened death 
rate is due to the low mortality 
from communicable diseases and a 
‘diminution the number of 
Japanese. deaths. ‘The Chinese 
death rate was 11.81 against 11.04, 
the resident deaths numbering: 1,048 
(a decrease of eight compared with 
May's figure). 

Births-—The number of birth 
certificates received during the 
‘month again showed an increase, 74 
‘were notified concerning the foreign 
population, whilst 168 resident 
[Chinese births were recorded.

INCONSEQUENCES 
By Larnator. 


Commentaries on the death of 
Lord Burnham have not failed 
to point out that the great 
journal with which his family’s 
name was for so long associated 

in a new phase of its existence, 
Ithough a Lawson (and a future 
Lord Burnham) is in high pos 
tion in its direction. “The Daily 
Telegraph” has yet to reach its 
centenary and, no doubt, its 
already full lite will be much 
fuller when that time comes in 
1955. Lord Burnham's death 
naturally arouses memories of 
the great part which it played in 
Victorian England and the 
journalistic genius which enabl- 
ed it to take its place as the 
organ of the middle-classes. For 
if Harmsworth, in founding the 
“Daily Mail”’ in 1896, "took 
advantage of the growth of 
elementary education by the 
passing Of the Act of | 1870, 
e was really only developing 
the notion which governed Mr. 
Joseph Moses Levy's policy 
acquiring the “Daily Telegraph. 
Harmsworth produced a half- 
penny morning paper but he had

On June, 29, 1865, white the 
siege of Sebastopol’ was still 
evoking prodigies of resistance 
from the Russians and_ stoical 
valour from the Franco-British 
forces, Colonel Sleigh published 
the first number of the “Daily 
Telegraph” as a twopenny n 
paper. The proprietor soon found 
himself in debt to his printer 
without any hope of recovery. 
He transferred the paper to 
‘that printer to clear the debt. 
Colonel Sleigh’s enterprise had 
been inspired by the  suce 
of the agitation for the 
repeal of the duty on newspapers. 
‘The Royal Assent was given to 
the repealing Act on June 15, 
1855, so the Colonel had lost no 
time, Curiously, enough the 
“Daily Telegraph” was the only 
addition to the London journals 
that year whereas, in the Pro- 
vinees, the passing’ of the rep 
Act led to a marked increase in 
‘the publication of newspapers. 
The figures are interesting: 
in 1854 there were 612 news- 
papers published in the British 
Isles; in 1856 the number was 
780—yet the London contribution 
comprised only one daily (the 
“Daily Telegraph”) six weeklies 
and five “others.” ‘The reason 
is simple. In the country the 
fear of the law had suppressed 
the publication of news and 
except in the large towns there 
was no demand for local class 
publications. In London these 
lass publications were numerous 
and gave as much news as their 
clients in those days wanted, To 
gauge properly the effect of the 
repeal of the Paper Duty and the 
other reforms brought about by 
the untiring zeal of Collet, Brad- 
laugh, Holyoake and others, let 
the figures for 1895 be noted. 
In that year there were 28 daily 
newspapers in London as against 
14 in 1854 and in the British 
Isles 2,304 newspapers of all 
kinds as against 612 in 1854. 






































The printer, to whom Colonel 
Sleigh passod, on the, “Daily 
Telegraph and Courier,” as it 
‘was first called, was’ Joseph 
‘Moses Levy, then printer and 
proprietor of the “Sunday Times” 
(a curious fact considering that,

tendency on the part. of men to 
gravitate to national units. This 
nsbited recruiting and the Battery} 
completed its. establishment "with 
men of British nationality and has 
since ‘more than maintained it

This gun has a range of four mil 
it weighs 42 ewt. packed; and fires 
a round weighing 35-Ib. The 9- 
pounder and 15-pounder, guns both 
had flat trajectories and, therefore, 
needed a very open field of fire. The 
howitzer’s trajectory, on the other| 
hhand, can be adjusted to clear in- 
tervening obstacles, the range re- 
maining ‘the same, by a variation 
jn the charge of cordite. Sighting 
is rarely ever on the target, the

demand for mounted police in|
